Constable May Run 
The name of Walter Craumer, Ab­ 
bottstown automobile dealer, is also 
being mentioned in connection with 
the democratic nomination for sheriff. 
Craumer was a candidate for the same 
office twice in past democratic pri­ 
maries but each time failed by narrow 
margins to win the coveted nomina­ 
tion of his party. 
George Aughinbaugh, York street, 
also has his eyes on the sheriff’s job, 
it is understood, although he has not 
made a positive declaration that he 
would be in the running for the re­ 
publican nomination at the primary 
next fall. 
Aughinbaugh, now high 
constable of Gettysburg, and active, 
with state police, in rounding up al­ 
leged wrong-doers in Gettysburg and 
Adams county, is takqp as evidence 
that he intends to make a bid for the 
position now held by Sheriff Shealer.

DR. WAGNER DEPLORES TREND 
TOWARD MATERIAL THINGS IN 
SERMON A T COLLEGE LUTHERAN 


Striking at the propensity of peo­ 
ple to place more value In the ma­ 
terial things of life than 
in the 
spiritual, 
or 
preference 
for 
the 
“things seen” to the “things unseen,” 
the Rev. Dr. A. E. Wagner, pastor of 
the College Lutheran church, in his 
sermon Sunday morning, on “Life’s 
Evaluation,” pointed out the men 
whose lives have been epochmaking, 
and whose influences are felt today, 
although many of them have been 
eacTfor centuries. 
Doctor Wagner took as the text of 
his discourse Luke 12:15; 
“For a 
man’s life consisted! not 
in the 
abundance of the things which he 
possessed.” 
Doctor Wagner said in part: 
“If 
there was need of the affirmation of 
this truth when Christ was on earth 
there is more need for its proclama­ 
tion today. 
Men have always been 
lured by things material—the ‘seen 
things’—but never have things ma­ 
terial so gripped the attention, the 
lust and the worship of the world as 
today. 
Materialism Grows 
“Materialism as a system of philo­ 
sophic thought is on the wane, but ma­ 
terialism as an appealing force in hu­ 
man thought and aspiration is in­ 
creasing in geometrical progression. 
Men are bringing to its altar the dear­ 
est and deepest interest of life. No 


gift seems too precious, no sacrifice 
too costly. 
“Not ideas, but ‘things,’ not moral 
influences, but physical forces are in 
the saddle and all else must walk. 
Physical force, material interests, the 
externals of life have seized the 
thought, the aspiration, the ambition 
of the world, and the things that are 
eternal in duration and invaluable in 
character are being, not denied or 
openly repudiated, but overshadowed. 
Questions Supremacy 
* “The man whose name 
is best 
known throughout the world enjoys 
this world-wide fame not because 
of his intellect or his character, al­ 
though he has both, but because of the 
fact that his signature makes good 
a larger check than can be signed by 
any other man en the globe. 
The 
scientist who is best known through­ 
out the civilized world enjoys this dis­ 
tinction not because of what he has 
done for the moral welfare of the 
world, but by reason of what he has 
done for the physical progress of his 
age. 
The man who can draw the 
largest audience—132,000 in number— 
with an admission fee ranging from 
$5.00 to $100.00 per capita, enjoys this 
attractive power, not because of his 
mind or his character, but because of 
an agile body and a deft fist of brutal 
battering propensity.

them six first downs in quick succes­ 
sion.

Bream Stars 
There was Dickinson with the ball 
within fifteen yards of the goal line 
when the first of the breaks started 
and it was “Junie” Bream, stocky end 
for Gettysburg, playing his first and 
last year of college football, who made 
a name for himself when he stopped 
the march to the goal line and in­ 
cidentally scored the first touchdown.

one in action, men have crossed a con­ 
tinent and approved by their presence 
such a hero. 
“Against such worship of the physi­ 
cal, whether it be in the shape of 
wealth, or the application of knowl­ 
edge to material ends or the prostitu­ 
tion of the body to animal supremacy, 
he who spoke as man never spoke, 
who saw clearly and thought things 
through, uttered his solemn protest: 
‘A man’s life does not consist in the 
material things which he possesses.’ 
“In this protest the Teacher is 
striking at a fundamental mistake of 
human judgment. The well nigh uni­ 
versal heresy of the human mind has 
been its false evaluation of the ma­ 
terial. 
“At another time the Teacher sug­ 
gests if a man should get all he 
wants and more, even ‘the whole 
world’, it would not be an achievement 
desirable, but a most fatal disaster. 
“The 
dignity, 
the 
nobility, 
the 
power of man is not in the things 
which ho possesses, but in the truth 
that possesses him. W hat is the order 
of moral development? 
It is this. 
Man seeks the truth, then he finds it, 
then he possesses it (using it as a 
working force), then he is possessed 
by it and then becomes an invincible 
power. 
Moses Reluctant 
“Moses accepted his great commis­ 
sion with great hesitance and reluc­ 
tance, but having accepted it, having 
become obedient to God, his soul be­ 
comes so absorbed in its work that 
he could say to the.Almighty: Rather 
would I have my name blotted from 
‘the book of life’ than that I should 
abandon my divinely appointed task. 
“Where a great mind becomes pos­ 
sessed by a great truth then the 
impossible becomes possible. 
Crom­ 
well entered parliament, ‘the farmer 
from Huntingdon,’ unschooled in poli­ 
tics, untrained in statesmanship, but 
as his mind became possessed of the 
great truth of the rights of the peo­ 
ple as against the‘divine right’of kings, 
he assumed and exercised that domi­ 
nance of authority which dissolved and 
revoked parliament at will and finally 
made him both ‘dictator’ and ‘protec­ 
tor’ of a mighty empire.

David Bucher, in W arrington town­ 
ship, near Dillsburg, Joseph Bucher, 
16 years, shot and instantly killed his 
13-year-old brother, Russel S., at 2:30 
o'clock Sunday afternoon. 
Dr. L. U. Zech, coroner of York 
county, was notified of the 
shooting 
and immediately went to the Bucher 
farm. 
After questioning Joseph and 
neighbors for some time the coroner 
decided th at the shooting was acci­ 
dental and freed Joseph of all blame. 
The gun which figured in tho fatal 
shooting was an old, rusty and broken 
firearm and had been repaired by the 
boys with wire. 
The parents knew 
that there was a broken gun at the 
farmhouse but were ignorant of the 
fact that the boyg had repaired it. 
Shot At Leaves On Tree 
Early Sunday morning the father 
and Joseph went to visit neighbors. 
While they were absent 
from the 
house, Russell and another brother, 
David, aged l l years, took the gun 
and went into the woods. 
Each of 
the boys took a shot at the leaves in 
the tree when Joseph, who had re­ 
turned to the house in the meantime, 
joined them. 
He was breaking the 
barrel when the shell exploded. 
Russell screamed, held 
his 
right 
side, where a hole two and one-half 
inches in diameter was torn, and fell 
to the ground. 
Blood poured from 
the wound. 
Death was almost in­ 
stantaneous. 
Mrs. Bucher had heard the first 
two shots fired but paid little atten­ 
tion to the shooting. 
The father 
heard the fatal shot fired and hur­ 
ried to the wood, 300 feet from the 
house, where he found David and 
Joseph kneeling besides the lifeless 
form of their brother. 
Lloyd Walton, Mr. Bucher’s son-in- 
law, who was visiting a t the Bucher 
home Sunday, ran with Mr. Bucher 
and another of his children, Julia, to 
the scene of the shooting. The dead 
boy was carried to the farmhouse 
and Dr. Bruce Hetrick, 
Wellsville, 
was summoned. 
He pronounced the 
boy dead and notified Coroner Zech. 
Right Arm Blown Off 
Coroner Zech in 
examining 
the 
other brother, who made up the trio, 
learned that Joseph, upon joining his 
brothers, upon his return from a visit 
to a neighbor with his father, said, 
“Let me see the gun.” 
Taking it, 
he proceeded to “break” it across his 
knee, when it discharged. 
The shells were secured by Joseph 
at the home of Clyde Deardorff, a 
brother-in-law, at Wellsville, where 
he has been living for some time. He 
was 
going 
to 
use 
them 
on 
a 
hunting trip, he said. 
David’s right arm was blown off 
and the shot penetrated his 
right 
side, three inches below the arm pit, 
tearing a hole two 
and 
one-half 
inches in diameter in his side. 
The 
lungs and other organs in that part 
of the body were badly torn* the cor­ 
oner’s examination revealed. 
The father, suffering from shock 
as the result of the shooting of his 
son, broke the gun into bits with 
large rocks. 
He told the coroner 
that he had attempted to prevent just 
such an occurrence by never keeping a 
gun around the house. 
He little ex­ 
pected, he said, that the gun which 
figured in the killing could ever be 
used, although repaired. 
The dead boy was one of a family 
of eleven. 
His survivors besides his 
parents are the following brothers 
and sisters: Mrs. Lloyd Walton, York; 
Mrs. H arry Craul, Dover, R. D. 2; 
Mrs. Paul Linebaugh, Dover R. D. 
4; Mrs. Clyde Deardorff, Wellsville;
